At least it seems that the wire he was 
handling came in contact with alive 
electric light wire. The pole is loca- 
ted on Lake street near the front door 
of the Catholic church, 

Clinton Husted was coming down 
the front steps at the T. Hanson -resi- 
deuce when hé noticed something 
drop from the pole and found that it 
was Mr. Bunting. He immediately 
called Rey. Kr. Riess. Drs. Insley 
and Keyport were called. The former 
was at his home and soon reached the 
stricken man. Dr. Keyport arrived 
soon after. The Puilmotor was brot 
into action and every endeavor made 
that might resuscitate the man but 
without avail. . 

Both hands of the victim were 
burned to the bones. ‘Che voltage was 
so heavy that there ia little doubt that 
death came instantly. The wires were 
carrying a load of 2300volts. There is 
no local day electric service in Gray- 
ling except Tuesday and Friday fore- 
noons, Other times that the current 
is turned on are only for special occa- 
sions. At this time the lights were on 
for the Grayling opera house where 


‘| there was a special matinee. 


The accident, was avery sad affair 
and the family of the deceased man 
certainly have the sympathy of the en- 
tire community. 

Mr. Bunting has been in the employ 
of the Grayling Telephone company 
six years. . Previous to this he was 
lineman for. the Michigan Central 
railroad and Western Union | tele- 
graph company. He was an able and 
reliable workman. About six years 
ago he got started in the coal business 
and has built up a substantial business 
in that line. He had been planning to 
give up his work here soon and go tu 
Milford where he was the owner of a 
fine farm. 

The deceased ig survived by his 
wife and three daughters—Misses 
Mildred, Marie and Landra.

Economize on Ice 
T. W. Hanson, , 
Grayling, Michigan.

Dear Sir: , 

The U. S. Food Administration has 
suggested that all means be employtud 
to effect a saving.in the handling and 
use of ice. Large tonnage can be 
saved by cutting out extravagance and 
insitsting on only the necessary use 
of ice by . restaurants and hotels, 
Clubs, florists, soda fountains, ice 
cream makers and distributors. Com- 
mercial users expose crushed ice on 
their counters, or use. great cakes as 
a ‘window advertisement or fail to 
protect from the air the ice that is 
being used behind their counter, Ice 
cream makers often furnish crush- 
ed ice free to those who dispense 
their ice cream. They haul crushed 
ice around in wagons where it is 
wholly unprotected, and it is handled 
generally in an inefficient. manner. 
The customer receives the ice from 
the ice cream maker for the avowed 
purpose of keeping his stock of ice 
cream cold, but as it. does not cast 
him anything, he takes little interest 
in economizing with it, and as a 
consequence, vastly more ice is con- 
sumed for the purpose than is requir- 
ed. 

The practice of saving ice for res- 
taurants, soda fountains, ete. should 
be eliminated or curtailed. Broken 
ice melts fast, and is uUkely to be 
too abundantly served by those hand- 
ling {t.~ Less ice would be requirea 
if it were broken up as needed. 

The following suggestions are al- 
so made to. householders: 

Put the ice in refrigerator as soon 
as delivered; 

Keep refrigerator in & cool place; 

See that.refrigerator doors fit tight 
and are kept closed tight; 

Do not put’warm food in a refri- 
gerator-Jet it first cool to the temper- 
ature of the atmosphere; — 

Ice should not be used in serving 
fruit and sea food. Served direct 
from the refrigerator, it is cold en- 
ough. 

All ice manufacturers and dealers 
are-reyuired to submit to the_ koad 
Administrator at Lansing comparat- 
{ve schedules of prices for the years 
1917 and 1918, together with detail- 
ed information which would have a 
direct byaring on the establishing of 
prices for the current seagon.

2. Allow one teaspoon. salt to one quart 
of water. 

3. Use enough water to cover: vege- 
tables but no more than is necessary. 

4, Cook highly Mavored vegetables un- 
covered. 

5. Cook all fresh vegetables in bolling 
water, x 

6. Prevent loss of food value by steam: 
ing vegetables, 

7. Save water from boiled vegetables 
for soups and gravies. 

8. It. should be remembered that all 
bofled vegetables may be served with 
white sauce. The sauce will add much to 
the nutritive value as well as the variety 
of the day's menu. 


White Sauce (Medium). 


2 T fat, (bytter, oleo, etc.) 

2 T flour or 1 T corn starch 

1 C milk

Melt the butter, add the: flour, 
pepper. and stir until mixture is smooth.

Peas, beans, lentils and peanuts can 
be used as meatsavers but should be 
supplemented by milk, eggs and cheese. 


Vegetable Substitutes for Sreads. 


Potatoes, sweet potatoes and ban- 
anas should be used as cereal-savers. 
A small potato supplies as much 
starch as a large slice of bread. St 
contains rather less protein but this 
can be made up by some other article 
of diet such as milk, eggs ar cheere. 

All ripe fruis, aiid such vegetables 
as beets, carrots, turnips and sweet 
potatoes are valuable sources of sus- 
ars-—sugars in a form which is part: 
ieularly available for body needs.

‘by her teachers. Although I have nc 


personal knowledge of these hospitals, 
it is certainly a consummation devout: 
ly to ‘be wished that every one who 
comes into the sick room should know 
how to speak softly and agreeably.” 
Doctor Voorhees says European na: 
tions realize the importance of the 
nurse’s votce and insist upon it far 


‘more than we do. And any woman 


who plans to become a hospital nurse 
und has not a pleasing voice already 
should start at once to cultivate one. 

The sick are very sensitive to voices; 
the blind are especially affected by 
harsh voices, 80 much so that some 
wealthy bind. men will not permit s 
person whose voice is not pleasant te 
come near them.

{zation of a Farm Bureaa for each of 
these counties. 
This is the first year that these 
counties have had a County Agricul- 
tural Agent employed in the regular 
Agricultural @xtension Work, and 
while the Idea was new, and the exact 
method of arriving at the objects sou- 
ght has been somewhat obscure in 
the niinds of many of the farmers, 
yet the demonstrations of the effic- 
acy of good tight organization exemp- 
lifled in the different War Drives has 
inipressed itself upon the minds of 
so many of the rural inhabitants that 
they are beginning to feel that agri- 
cultural needs and wants will be met 
and problems solved in a much more 
efficient manner under an organized 
then an unorganized system. 
Aericuftural Extensipn jwdrk is 
that phase of instruction and demon- 
stration which is carried on among 
people who are not resident students 
in an Agricultural Educational Ins- 
titution. During the past 15 years 
the U. 8. Department of Agriculture 
has been developing special methods 
of Agricultural Extension Work in 
co-operation with the Agricultural 
Colleges of the several States. This 
‘Extension Work includes practical 
instruction and demonstration in 
to get the benefits of this course by 
attendance at some institution of 
Agriculture and Home Economics to 
people who have not the oppurtunity 
jlearning for that purpose. 

In order to carry on this work ef- 
fectively an organization that repre- 
jsents all the farmers is imperative. 
The work is financed by Congress, 
State Legislatures, Boards of Super- 
visors, and consequently belongs to 
all the people. Since the outbreak 
of the war and the terrific consequent 
strain placed upon Agriculture for 
adequate food supply, the work has 
grown by leaps and bounds. The 
number of County Agent and Demon- 
stration Agents in both Agriculture 
and Home Economics have reached 
from a few score to many thousands 
und are inereasing daily. 

Throughout all the land County 


Farin Bureaus are being organized 
to provide for the proper carrying on 
‘of the work in a systematic manner, 
This organization is being recognized 
jby the Department of Agriculture as 
{the official Agricultural Organization 
The County Agent works with the 
;}Farm Bureau as a sort of a County 
Director, advising, organizing, assist- 
ing, and keeping in touch with num- 
erous branches of the work, watching 
and reporting results of demonstra- 
tions, keeping posted on plant disease 
live stock disease, marketing condi- 
tions. seed selection, seed treatment, 
farm management, farm labor, food 
conservation, club work home sani- 
tation, and a myriad of matters that 
come actively into the life of the 
rural communities. 

Through the Farm Bureaus the 
Bureau of Plant Industry, the Bur- 
eau of Animal Industry, the Bureau 
of Markets and the Office of Farm 
Management work out their Exten- 
sion activities, The Bureau of Soils, 
Forest Service, Bureau of Entimol- 
ogy, Bureau of Biological Survey, 
Office of Public Roads and Rural En- 
gineering are also cooperatiing with 
the States in carrying to the people 
the discoveries made in connection 
with their investigational work. 

Efforts will be made during the 
coming month to perfect this organ- 
{zation throughout these two counties 
and it is to be hoped that the farm- 
ers will take hold with a will.

Ambrose Cross, who passed away 
last Thursday morning at 10:00 after 
having suffered about three years 
with paralysis, was born in Canada, 
Dec, 23, 1845. About twenty years 
later he moved to Portsmouth, Mich., 
where Bay City is uow located, and 
there on April 23, 1865, was united in 
marriage to Sarah J. Smith.

to take up their home. In 1908 Mr. 
and Mrs. Crass.went to Seattle, Wash- 
ington, remaining there for over nine 
years, Last May the old couple re- 
turned here to spend the remaining 
days of their lives, but Mrs. Cross 
died nine days after their arrival 
here, the journey from Washington 
having been too much for her. Her 
death occurred May 28, 1917. 

Mr, Cross wasa blacksmith by trade 
at which he worked for 37 years, and 
was well knawn in Crawford and sur- 
rounding counties. He was also a 
musician, playing a violin well. He 
also had a tine education, but since 
receivirg his first stoke of paralysis 
three years ago had been unable to 
read or write. ;
